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Case of Tissue Injury by X-Ray, and Result of Prosecution, 


Li As PERCE, M, D,, M, E., LONG BEACH, CAL. 


uncertain conclusions held by 

numerous writers upon the subject, 
as well as the great interest to me of 
this my first experience in injuries of 
X-Ray, prompts me to give the full 
history of this case. 

I will state, I had been using the 
apparatus almost continuously for 
eight months before this so-called 
burn occurred, without the least sign 
of skin irritation, as well as since the 
injury, with still no further injury. 
I use a Ruhmkorff coil made by the 
Edison Manufacturing Company, capa- 
ble of an eleven-inch spark. I operate 
it by the one hundred ten vy, current 
from street circuit. I control my volt- 
age by the use of ten thirty-two candle 
powér incandescent lamps, placed in 
series, reinforced bya sliding Kheo- 
stat. This gives me ample power, and 


permits of a wide variation, as I may 


see fit to cut out or in, any number of 
lamps, 

On January 20th, 1900, one A. L. 
Bancroft, of Los Angeles, came to me 
with a history of injured right shoulder 
of eighteen months’ standing, and 
wanted a radiograph of the same, 


stating several physicians said his 
shoulder was dislocated, and others 
said it was not; he stating that, when 
doctors disagreed, who could settle 
the point except the X-Ray. I placed 
him upon the operating table, with 
coat, vest and suspenders removed, 
with a plate under right shoulder, a 
good Biddle tube ten inches from his 
shoulder, in'a five minutes exposure. 
When my plate was developed I found 
it badly fogged. On January 24th he 
returned; an exposure of ten minutes 
given at fourteen inches distance, and 
no picture obtained. On January 27th 
he again returned, and I made two ex- 
posures at sixteen inches—one of fif- 
teen minutes and one of twenty-three. 
This time a fair picture was the re- 
sult, showing the true condition of 
shoulder joint. 

My subject was a very large, thick- 
chested man, weighing two hundred 
and twenty ponnds. He stated that 
in about two weeks a bright red spot, 
some three or four inches in diameter, 
appeared upon his right breast, above 


and to the right of the nipple, which 
later produced a sore and was hard to 
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heal. He also claimed sharp pains 
ran down his right leg to knee; then 
below this point to heel, and, finally, 
to bottom of foot. Also, his beard on 
the right side of his face fell out, but 
finaliy returned. | 

Soon after this he wrote me, charg- 
ing me with responsibility in the mat- 
ter sufficient to warrant him in de- 
manding of me compensation to the 
amount of three hundred and fifty dol- 
lars. This I at once refused, as I felt 


I wasin no wise to blame, and not 


wishing to stultify myself and estab- 
Jish a precedent in such a case, I 1e- 
fused to comply with his request for 
any renumeration whatever. Imme- 


ditaely his attorney, in July, 1900, be © 


gan suit against me in the Superior 
Court of Los Angeles County for dam- 
ages to the amount of five thousand 
dollars. The case came to trial upon 
January 14th and 15th, 1901, and, 
after less than ten minutes’ deliber- 
ation by the jury, they found a verdict 
in my favor. 

Many interesting points were pre- 
sented during the trial of the case, 
showing how necessary it would be 
that one operating with the X-Ray 
should fully give their subjects to un- 
derstand accidents have occurred from 
its use, and otbers may happen. I 
took the precaution to advise him that 
cases had been recoriled where it had 
produced what was called a burn, but 
I had never seen one, This he cor- 
roborated himself upon the witness 
stand, and Judge Shaw held this to be 
sufficient warning, even if such warn- 
ing should be required. The plaintiff 
introduced two witnesses as experts, 


who directly testified no blame could 
attach to me operating any kind of a 
machine for X-Ray purposes when or- 
dinary vare was employed, such as 
even far less than I had employed in 
this case. 

While no protection such as alu- 
minium plates or any intervening me- 
tallic substance was used, I did care- 
fully cover his face and shoulder with 
clean sterilized towels. Dr. Yoakum, 
one of theirown expert witnesses, 
stated he had a number of times 
burned subjects, and some in less time 
and others in greater or longer expo- 
sures. Dr, N. W. Morrison, Chief Sur- 
geon of the Santa Fe Railroad, an- 
other of their witnesses, testified he 
himself had submitted to three expo- 
sures for diagnostic purposes, of thirty 
minutes each, upon succeeding days, 
and received a very severe burn of the 
whole abdomen and right hip—this, 


too, by aman in whom he had, and 


did still place, the utmost confidence 
in his skill and knowledge, and in no 
wise did be consider him nor his appa- 
ratus to blame. He further expressed 
himself as a firm believer in the accu- 
mulative theory of the ray, as well as 
possibly the peculiar condition of the 
salts of the body in some subjects, 
making them particularly susceptible 
to the chemical action or effects of the 
ray. His theory was to the effect that 
nature likes to work in the dark, and 
the smaller blood-vessels in particular 
being disturbed for some minutes by 
the bright penetrating rays, become 
disorganized to a degree, so that an 
unhealthy condition was established, 
which resulted in death of the parts 
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affected. Only one witness saw fit to 
do all in his power to fasten the blame 
upon the operator, and he knew noth- 
ing of the principle or character of the 
X Ray, but lays claim to being a skin 
specialist. His testimony was accepted 
by the jury asa huge joke, and he 


left the stand weaker than upon tak- 


ing it, 

In my defence we saw fit to intro- 
duce only two witnesses, as our 
was made clear by the testimony of 
those they expected to prove my neg- 
ligence, carelessness and unskillful ap- 
plication with which they charged me 
in their complaint. 


In conclusion, permit we to say that 
if I have been able, in defending my- 
self in this unsought and uncalled-for 
prosecution, to half establish the fact 
that, as medical men, we can use, and 
are willing to use, all modern and ap- 
proved appliances for the purpose of 
diagnostic and therapeutic effect— 
among which the X-Ray stands promi- 
nent—and feel some full degree of se- 
curity granted and secured by law, I 
shall feel no regrets from worry of 
mind nor fina:cial considerations. 
There never existed in my mind, at 
any stage of the case, the least uncer- 
tainty as to the results of the trial. 


Organic Chemistry, 


M. H, LOGAN, PH. G., M. D., SAN FRANCISCO, CAL. 


Professor of Chemistry, California Medical College, 


HERE is no sufficient reason, sci- 
entifically speaking, for the dis- 
tinctive term Organic Chemistry—for 
all branches of this science are under 
the same laws. Whether it be the most 
highly organized nerve cell or the 
simplest haloid salt, the same laws 
hold them together and superintend 
them in any change. For many years 
the division fence was up, until Wob- 
ler in 1898 made urea by simply heat- 
ing ammonium cyanate; then the di- 
vision fence began to totter, and later, 
when alcohol was made in the inor- 
ganic laboratury, then the fence was 
removed altogether. The name is still 
retained, however, it having the merit 
of convenience, for this branch is 


chiefly the chemistry of the carbon 
compounds, with long and intricate 
formulae, the bare names of which 
would alone fill a volume. Carbon 
may be said to be the framework upon 
which this part of chemistry is built, 
Separate atoms of carbon unite with 
each other in a nucleus or chain form, 
using part of their bonds for this pur- 


pose, the balance in completing the 


various compounds 

In company with carbon we may 
find any or all other elements, but 
usually a very few in kind are found 
in organic substances—in kind, few; 
in number, many. Santonine has 35 
atoms ip a molecule, but of only three 
kinds—C,;H,,0.; whereas the impor- 
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tant common salt, an inorganic com- 
pound, has but nine. Other elements 
that frequently find their way into or- 
ganic compounds are Phosphorous, 
Oxygen, Hydrogen, Nitrogen and 
Sulphur. If you desire a way to re- 
member the chief organic elements. 
you have it thus—P. L. COHN. 
Organized substances are divided 
into two great classes: First, that 
basis of life called Bioplasm; second, 


erystalloidal substances such as fats, 


gelatin, sugars, starch, cellulose, ete. 
This division can be artificially made 
in the laboratory. But the Bioplas- 
mic can not, for this includes’ those 
vital processes of life such as are found 
involved in seeds, cells, space, etc. 
The chemistry of the vital processes 
will be touched lightly only, as it is 
treated of mainly under the head of 
Biology. The natural system will be 
explored; it includes the Hydrocar- 
bons and Carbo-hydrates. 

The first compound found in the 
natural system takes its place when 
carbon has all of its four bonds taken 
up or saturated by hydrogen. This 
gives us the formula CH,; it is our 
common marsh gas, and is the first 


compound in organicchemistry. When 


two carbon atems go together, and 
each saturating one bond of the other 
and the balance with hydrogen, we 
will have CyH,. Now, by increasing 
the carbon atoms one and the hydro- 
gen’s two, or using a constant incre- 
ment CH», we can form an endless 
chain, each link of which will be larger 
than the last by CH,. This is known 
as the marsh gas series, and is a per- 
fectly homologous series, extending 


practically to the number 64. The 
first four are gases; the next four are 
very volatile liquids. Many are pres- 
ent in our ordinary illuminating gas; 
many others in coal oil and light tar 
oils. As we go lower down in the 
column they assume a_ vaseline con- 
sistency, eventually becoming solid 
crystalloidal paraffins. In a crude 
way, if may be said that we begin with 
illuminating gas and end with asphalt- 
um or bitumen of the street pave- 
ments, passing coal oil, tar, vaseline, 
mineral wax, paralin, etc. 

This first homologous series is a type 
of all of the balance, which simply re- 
peats the first and higher plane. 


Four of these homologous series are 
known in practice, and differ each 
from the other by the loss of two 
atoms of hydrogen from the previous 
one in a horizontal direction. These 
are sometimes known as isologous 
series, in contradistinction to the per- 
pendicular or homologous plan. Theo- 
retically, there is no end to the possi- 
ble number of such series; but practi- 
cally five are all there are known, for 
when we go higher we simply multiply 
the lower, and the compounds are du- 
plicates, triplicates, quadriplicates, etc , 
otherwise known as_ polymnerides. 
These series are designated one from 
the other by the vowels: the marsh 
gas homologoes form the a series; e, 7, 
o and u follow zonsecutively. Each 
homologous series has certain dis- 
tinguishing characteristics, and each 
member of every series will be found 
to be the basis upon which to build 
many so-called side salts. Some of the 
most important drugs and chemicals 
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known to medicine and surgery are 
the direct descendents of these series, 
All of our alcohols—and they are 
many—come from this source; so with 
the ethers, whose name is legion; so 
with the infinite number of fruit and 
veyvetable acids, the animal fats and 
oils, chloral, chloroform, iodoform; all 
plant extracts and active principles, 
and that immense array of fashionable 
synthetic remedies, a few of which are 


so well known that anyone can get and 
use them, such as carbolic acid, ben- 
zine, acetanelid, antikamnia, etc., etc.; 
all sugar, starch, gum, cellulose, glu- 
tin, jellies, jams, preserves, pickles, 
cheese, butter, milk, potatoes, aud a 
great array of natural and artificial 
flavoring extracts, coloring matters, 
odors and clothing. In fact, food, 
clothing, flavoring and coloring, all 
may be made in the laboratory. 


Are You the Man?

OME years ago, while in Arizona, 

I became acquainted with a gentle- 
man by the name of Thos. H. McLellan. 
He was one of the intelligent pioneers 
that had married a Mexican woman 
and settled down for life in the “Land 
of the Apaches.” 

Doctors were scarce in the pioneer 
days of Arizona, and the people were 
compelled in case of sickness or acci- 
dent from the bites of poisonous in- 
sects, reptiles or animals to resort to 
the use of the native plants and herbs 
for their remedies. 

The natives of any country, when 
versed in the use of plant remedies for 
diseased conditions, are the purest 
types of genuine specific medication- 
ists, because they neyer administer 
medicines unless it be for the direct 
effect upon diseased tissues, plainly 
manifest by certain well-known symp- 
toms. 

Mr. McLellan became acquainted, 
after years of intimacy with the na- 


tives, with most of their remedies, and 
was kind enough to give me their 
names and the diseases for which they 
were used. Unfortunately for myself 
and others who may be interested, he 
knew only the Spanish or Mexican 
names for them. 

It was my intention to procure spe- 
cimeng of each plant, have it identified 
and prove its medical properties; but 
being at that time in the dead of win- 
ter, I could not enter at once upon this 
cherished work. The very earliest 
time at which a proper spec men could 
be obtained would be the following 
May, and before that time I was in 
far-off Utab. Since then no opportu: 
tunity has presented itself for an 
identification and trial of the plants, 
and it is in the hope that this will fall 
into the hands of some good Eclectic 
who will have the opportunity that I 
give it to the JouRNAL. 

Yerba de la bibora.— This plant is a 
sure cure for rattlesnake bite; used

both locally and internally ad lib.; a 
decoction of the plant, leaves and 
stems. It grows erect in low, moist 
places in the desert. It is also a most 
efficient remedy in cholera and cholera 
morbus. 

Yerba del pasmo and verba mansa are 
the very best blood poison remedies 
known in any country, and cure the 
hopeless cases that doctors leave to 
die. 

Yerba colorado. —This is a positive 
preventive and cure for any case of 
diphtheria. Do not confound it with 
yerba caniagre (‘“caniagre”). The 
yerba colorado has a potatoe root, 
while the caniagre has a straight or 
beet-like root without any potatoe. 
The root is the only means by which 
they can be distinguished, as their 
leaves are identical. 

Yerba tivinaute or verba tiviuanie is a 
positive cure for dysentery, bloudy 
flux and straining. There are two 
varieties of this plant: one grows along 


the river bottoms and the other on the 
mountains. 


These are the descriptions as given 
to me by Mr. McLellan. 

Yerba de la bibora in rattlesnake bite.— 
A small boy got up in the night to uri- 
nate, at Red Rock station in Arizona, 
and was bitten by a side-winder rattle- 
snake, twice on the leg. When Mr. 
McLellan saw him, some time after, 
his leg was swollen to six inches in 
diameter and black to the hip (pre- 
sumably from a ligature that had been 
placed around the limb by the hoy’s 
father), He was given a quart of the 
decoction to drink altogether, and 
the limb was roulticed freely with the 
plant leaves and stems. Twenty in- 
cisions were made in the limb, from 
which the poisonous yellow water 
spurted at times an inch high. In 
about eight hours the blood began to 
run from the incisions, and recovery 
was speedy and uneventful. Before 
the blood began to circulate freely in 
the injured side it turned black from 
the shoulder to the toes, so that the 
blackness must have been caused by 
the virus and not by the ligature, as 
Mr. McLellan thought.

In our city of Los Angeles 
you can heara variety of answers. 
One says, “There is nothing wrong, and 
no remedy is needed; it’s all in your 
imagination!” Another says, ‘‘Your 
affliction is the work of the Devil!”

THE EVOLUTION OF THE PRESCRIPTION. 


But the great majority of the medical 
fraternity claim that all our ailments 
are caused by death-dealing germs, 
and that the remedy must be something 
to anihilate them, Briefly stated, then, 
this world isa great battlefield, with 
the army of doctors arrayed against 
Death and his emissaries; and the 
prescriptions are the weapons of war- 
fare, offensive and defensive. 

This battle has been gving on 
through all the ages, and has filled 
the world with tragedies, and comedies 
not afew. The first great tragedy re- 
corded was in “The Garden of Eden;”’ 
and perhaps the greatest of comedies 
in this line was enacted at the Golden 
Gate, and of recent date. The Pre- 
scription is presumed to have been— 

Kk Anti-Bubonic serum gtts xx. 

Sig. Inject into every Chinaman 
you can catch! 

Speaking of the tragedy of Eden, 
may we not go there to get the nest- 
egg of the whole prescription busi- 
ness? There we first read of Death. 
There was the suggestion treatment 
brought to bear on our mother Eve, 
to cure her of her ignorance. You 
see she was hypnotized, for she said in 
self-defence, “The serpent beguiled 

Disease has always been considered 
an entity of some sort, and the pre- 
scription was in accordance with the 
peculiar fancy of the prescriber. 
spirits were accused of causing sick- 
ness and death, and incantations and 
loud noises were used to drive them 
out. The red medicine man and some 
of his white brothers still hold to that 
notion. 


Evil 
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Diseased imaginations are to be 
driven out by the mysterious seances 
of “Divine Healers,” “Christian Sci- 
entists,’’ and others! 

What Paracelsus was trying to drive 
out in 1493 B.c. J cannot say; but he 
is credited with first prescribing mer- 
cury as aremedy. He declared it was 
1ight to consult the Devil. So we in- 
fer that mercury was the thing sug- 
gested by “His Satanic Majesty” as a 
remedy for ‘‘all the ills that flesh is 
heir to.” 

The terrible scourge to humanity 
that has followed from that prescrip- 
tion is quite enough to verify its origin. 
Modern medicine began with the in- 
troduction of mercury, which is still 
considered the “sheet anchor” in the 
old school. 

For centuries the followers of Para- 
celsus pursued their barbarous work, © 
and for every ailment prescribed mer- 
cury, blood-letting and blisters. To 
counteract this threatened ex ermina- 
tion of the genus homo some good 
angel inspired Hahneman to show that 
no treatment at all was far prefer- 
able. Hence the pleasant and harm- 
less. prescriptions that have become 
so popular. Later arose Thomson and 
Beach, who, seeing the ruinous effects 
of mercury, flew to the vegetable field 
and created a strong prejudice against 
all minerals. Although extremists, 
they did a grand work for humanity, 
both in theory and j;ractice. Their 
prescriptions were copious and crude, 
but effective for goud, aud seldom 
harmful. 

Later came King and Merrell as 
refiners of materials and recorders of 
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the work of predecessors, as well as 
their own. Then Seudder was needed 
to bring order out of confusion, both 
in theory and practice, and he gave us 
Specific Medication, which recognizes 
and includes all that is known to be 
good in all schools of medicine, So at 
the close of the nineteenth century we 
prescribe from one to ten drops of a 
fine tincture instead of a teacupful of 
a decoction, as we did forty or fifty 
years ago. 


Speeifie Medication approaches our 
notions of science in the art of heal- 
ing, and if the “survival of the fittest” 
holds good in medical matters, “Speci- 
fic Medication” and Specific Medicines 
are here tu stay. I suggest that we do 
more prescribing with single remedies 
than we have done in the past. By 
careful diagnosis we can treat all cases 
in that way, or by two remedies in al. 
ternation. A great jumble of drugs in 
a prescription indicates a lack of con- 
fidence in our weapons of warfare. 


A Commercial Traveler's Experience With Doctors,

Bee over eighteen years I have been 
* thrown in daily contact with doc- 
tors, and Memory brings the recollec- 
tion of many a charming personality, 
many an eccentric character and many 
humorous incidents. I have met all 
classes and conditions: the courteous 
doctor with tke falsetto voice, whose 
sympathetic tones resembles the pro- 
fessional mournfulness of the under- 
taker, and the gruff doctor with the 
loud, cheery voice, whose healthy as- 
sertive “you-are-going-to-get-well” ex- 
pression has a better curative effect on 
the patient than his medicine. 

I have met the doctor who has spent 
many years and money in securing his 
diploma, and the doctor who procured 
his for twenty-five dollars; and I am 
sorry to say that the latter often had 
the most lucrative practice. 

There are lots of fads among doc- 
tors: there is the one who cures every- 


thing by electricity, another who re- 
sorts to hypnotism, and occasionally I 
meet one who believes in Christian 
Science. 

Mark Twain says that the book on 
this subject (Christian Science) is the 
dictionary with the cholera. 

There are a great many people who 
try every device to secure medieal ad- 
vice free. They will stop the doctor 
on the street, at the post office, and 
everywhere, and beg prescriptions, 

I was riljing with a country doctor 
one day, when an old farmer hailed 
him on the road: ‘Say, doctor, I have 
got a lame back; what shall I do for 


it?’ “Oh,” said the doctor, ‘you haye 
strained it. Just get a plaster and 
put it on.” The man thought he had 


been getting something for nothing, 
but the doctor called him back and 
said, “A man of your age must look 
out for kidney trouble; you had better

come into the office and let me exam- 
ine you.” As we drove on the doctor 
chuckled and said, “I will get five dol- 
lars for that examination.” ‘Do you 
think he has kidney trouble?” I inno- 
cently asked. ‘No,” replied the doc- 
tor; ‘‘you could not kill that man with 
a club, but he is the richest man in 
the county, and he was trying to work 
me !” | 

I was riding with a physician in a 
western State, when we came to a small 
hamlet consisting of six tumble-down 
houses, a blacksmith shop, a saloon, 
and a well-filled graveyard.

Crataegus Oxycantha. 


J. C. ANDREWS, M. D., EDGEWOOD, CAL. 


F., when a child about seven 
years of age, had an attack of 
rheumatism, which left her with an 
affection of the valves of the heart, 
causing a dropsical effusion of the ex- 
tremities, for which the writer was in- 
vited to prescribe, some sixteen years 
since, 1884. Under the administration 
of specific cactus grand. and apocynum 
she was, in two or three months, quite 
relieved, became healthy and stout. 
Some thirteen years subsequently 
she married, and eighteen months 
thereafter was confined, forceps de- 
livery, which developed the latent 
heart affection, so much so that the 


patient, four weeks before parturition, 


could rest only in some prone position, 
with hemorrhagic exudation from the 


lungs, respiration somewhat hurried, 


resiless, supervened by quite a severe 
attack of jaundice, complicating mat- 
ters, which were already serious; but 
under the administration of specific 
cactus grand. alternated with chionan- 
thus hydrastis and good care in nurs- 
ing, she was to an extent relieved. 
Just at this juncture the Eclectic 
Medical Journal issue of March, 1898, 
came to my desk, in which was an 
article on cratzegus ox., extolling its 
virtues in the treatment of the various 
affections of the heart, including or- 
ganic disease, Having the above case 
in my house, I at once wrote Prof. 
John Uri Lloyd for four ounces to test 
it. He, as is his custom, responded at 
once, and in ten days I had the medi- 


cine with full directions for use. It 
was administered accordingly, which 
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was followed by complete relief in a 
short time of the trouble in the heart, 
got well, and has so remained ever 
since, now almost three years, and as 
we believe saving her life to her hus- 
band and child. 

Mr. J. L. M., aged seventy years,— 
had been a hard drinker and an invet- 
erate user of tobacco,—summoned me 
to see him some eight miles in the 
country. Found him suffering from a 
grave condition of dropsical effusion 


- of the lower extremities, together with 


the scrotum and prepuce, which, as he 
said, was the sequel of an attack of la 
grippe he had last summer; but, in 
fact, was the result of valvular insuf- 
ficiency of the heart. Symptoms— 
mind wandering, loquacious in the ex- 
treme, picking and reaching at imagi- 
nary objects, his lower limbs being 
enormously distended, pitting on pres- 
sure, pulse feeble and irregular. 
Completing my examination, I in- 
formed my patient he had but a short 
time to live; but in the hupe to render 
him some relief, I prescribed sp. cra- 
tegus ox.in five-drop doses every 
three hours in water, alternated with 
apocynum can. 3ij, water Ziv. M. S38.; 
Teaspoonful every three hours. And, 
strange to record, he was so much re- 
lieved as in a few days to be able to 
walk about; kidneys acting freely, res- 


-piration improved, some appetite, but 


succumbed to the inevitable within a 
week. The party who took care of 
him said he believed if I could have 
seen him more frequently the relief 
might have been more lasting. 

Mrs. B., a patient sufferer for long 
years from angina pectoris, many times 


during the attack would become cya- 
notic, being unable to do anything for 
days at a time; informed me that she 
had experienced more relief from my 
medicine than any other she had ever 
taken. I gave her the sp. crategus. 
Mrs. BR, a large and well-developed, 
apparently healthy woman, aged fifty 
years, invited the writer to see her at 
the house of a neighbor one evening, 
having been quite an invalid for years, 
without obtaining the coveted relief 
at the hands of many physicians, for 
the relief of spells she had of not 
being able to be on her feet for days 
at a time— sighing respiration. I 
found her with flushed face, pain in 
the head, feeble and irregular action 
of the heart, intermittent pulse, and a 
poor and ever-increasing deficient 
memory. I also learned that there 
was something wrong with the blad- 
der. On further examination I aseer- 
tained that in some one of her ten par- 
turitions she had sustained a severe 
and extensive laceration of the peri- 
neum, with a prolapsus of the bladder, 
which to my mind was the principal 
source of trouble, from reflex action, 
and so informed her; also that, in my 
opinion, she would obtain no perma- 
nent relief until) the old laceration was 
repaired, pending which I prescribed 
as follows: kK. Specific gelsemium, © 
ett. xx; cactus, gtt. xx; pulsatilla, git. 
xv; water, Ziv. M. S. Teaspoonful 
every hour to two hours when awake, 
followed in a day or two by: B’. Sp. 
cactus, 3]; sp. crategus, 3ss; water, 
Zviij. M. Sig.: Teaspoonful’ every 
two hours when awake. After taking 
two bottles of the latter, an attack of 
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jaundice supervened, but under the 
action of specific chionanthus 4], 


water 3vij, teaspoonful every two to 


four hours, alternated with the first, 


it is being rapidly removed, and the 
patient’s improvement in every way, 
under the circumstances, is all that 
could be desired. 


Diabetes and Its Treatment.

a there a disease more worthy of pro- 
found investigation than diabetes? 
Is there a disease of which so little 
has been written, and that little of a 
vague and unreliable kind? There is 
no disease where scientific research 
has developed so little, and no disease 
where modern therapeutics have been 
so often baffled; and considering the 
great fatality of the malady when once 
established, the silence, so to say, of 
the profession is at least remarkable. 
Now, the disease, as we know it, scarce- 
ly ever occurs before middle life; in 
truth, it is a disease of declining life, 
occurring at a time when the pro- 
cesses of degeneration are in slight ex- 
cess to those of reparation; and I be- 
lieve it is from the knowledge of this 
fact in all its beurings that we can find 
anything that will lead us to the true 
cause of this disease. There is at pre- 
sent a certain evidence that there is a 
decay somewhere, a destruction going 
on in the vital organization, but where 
to locate that destruction, where to 
say the lesion is, ‘aye, there's the rub,” 
that has not yet been fully answered. 
Among the principal causes said to 
produce this disease grief and anxiety 
take a place, but even these are not 


well established, for the history of 
many cases shows that they had no 
more grief or anxiety than falls to the 
bulk of mankind generally. In truth, 
do we not find persons subjected to 
the most aggravated forms of vexatious 
things who all their lives were sore in 
heart and mind, dying at last without 
giving any symptoms of glycosuria. 
In my humble opinion, considering 
how little light has been thrown by 
pathological research ani the most 
critical examination of the dead body 


upon the seat of the disease, the true 


cause is still unknown. 

There was a time when the seat of 
the malady was believed to be in the 
kidneys; but this has been exploded 
long ago in post mortems. In dia- 
betic subjects, however, these organs 
have been found to be much enlarged; 
but is not this a consequence of the 
long-continued excess of work they 


have been called upon to perform? 


From the kidneys our attention is gen- 
erally directed toward the liver, for 
this organ has been demonstrated as 
the great sugar-producing organ of 
the system; but the pathologist is a 
little at fault here, too, for no lesion 
can be found; and I have read this 
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very day that a good observer, Prof. 
Da Costa, refuses to believe that a de- 
fective liver is a cause for diabetes. 
Where next shall we look? 
Comparative anatomy, with its ex- 
periments upon the lower animals, 
helps us in our researches, and it has 


been demonstrated by th:s means that . 


irritation made between the origin of 
the pneumogastric nerves on the floor 


of the fourth ventricle almost instant- 


ly produces a deposit of sugar in the 
urine of the animal so experimented 
upon. From this fact many have sup- 
posed that a sub-acute form of inflam- 
mation of the floor of the ventricle was 
the true cause of diabetes, but post 
mortem proofs fail to demonstrate this 
theory, ingenious though it may be. 

Bouchardat, the eminent French 
physiclogist, has given an opinion 
basing the cause of this disease upon 
the pancreas, an organ that had here- 
tofore met with no consideration in 
connection with the malady. He also 
finds no reason to consider that dia- 
betes is transmissible from parent to 
child, but has often noticed it in 
brothers, owing, no doubt, to some 
predisposition common to both, or to 
similar habits, diet, etc. He is not 
disposed to assign any influence to 
climatic conditions, except that the 
conditions are aggravated by cold and 
wet when there is exposure. 

is it not strange, in this strange dis- 
ease, that while sugar is present in 
nearly all nursing and pregnant 
women, diabetes is rare among the 
sex? Butif the disease is present, 
Bouchardat remarks that conception 
rarely or ever takes place. From the 


opinions that we have from careful ob- — 
servers, there is yet much contradic- 
tion, and while Bernard insists that 
there is a peculiar fermentation in the 
blood which converts glycogen into 
grape sugar, and that the conversion 
is constantly carried on in the liver in 
the normal state, Pavey directly op- 
poses this theory, and claims that the 
liver is not a sugar-producing organ, 


but a sugar-assimilating one. He also 


states what is now generally admitted 
by all, that sugar is always present in 
minute quentity in otherwise normal 
urine, corresponding to tke amount 
existing in the blood, and favors the 
belief that the disease is brought about 
by an imperfect assimilation on the 
part of the liver of the saccharine 
principle, so that it is not appropri- 
ated or converted into glocogen, but 
is allowed to pass on into the genera) 
zirculation, and the excess of sugar in 
the blood is evidenced by the pres- 
ence of a corresponding amount in 
urine, 

Does not the knowledge of all the 
facts known of the disease so far bring 
us more to the belief already ex- 
pressed, that the disease is one of de- 
generation? of nerve decay? of mal- 
assimilation ? 

But if we cannot positively locate 
the lesion of the disease, we can at 
least give hope to the sufferer and 
promiee that much can be done to pro- 
long his days, and that the treatment 
can be and has been addressed to the 
symptoms, which has more than once 
resulted in a perfect cure. 

Yet, on the other hand, great cau- 
tion is necessary in giving a prognosis 
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until such time, at least, as the effect 
of the treaiment is perceptible, for 
often the very best efforts have re- 
sulted in a total failure to reduce 
either the density or quantity of the 
urine. 

As the symptoms of this malady are 
of such a striking nature, I will record 
some of them in detail. | 

Perhaps the first thing which at- 
tracts the patient's attention is the 
great increase of the quantity of urine, 
and this is sometimes enormous. 
There are cases on record where as 
much as twenty to forty pints were ex- 
creted in twenty-four hours. 

There is another prominent symp- 
tom which should always direct our 
attention to this disease, and that is a 
steadily increasing emaciation, while, 
at the same time, there is a normal or 
increased appetite. An incessant thirst 
also torments the patient; but this is, 
of course, an effort of nature to supply 
the waste going on. 

Dyspeptic symptoms are prominent, 
and the skin is often afflicted with an 
ill-defined and painful suppurating 
sore, secreting a dark, sanious pus. 
This sore generally lasts a few weeks, 


but is likely to be followed by others 


of the same nature in different locali- 
ties. 

As the disease progresses great de- 
bility ensues, and the urethra of the 
male, the vulva of the female, are the 
seats of much irritation, amounting in 
tha latter to an intolerable pruritis. 
The cause of this is probably the long- 
continued irritant action of the sugar 
on the mucous membranes, 

In the fatal cases of the disease, to- 


ward its close thore is a change in the 
Symptoms: the amount of urine de- 
creases, the sugar dimishes, frequent 
diarrhea is the rule, there is a disgust 
for food, and the patient sinks into a 
fatal coma from the blood poisoning 
and the great exhaustion. 

Now, as to the treatment and man- 
agement of this disease there is much 
diversity of opiniou. Those who be- 
lieve the liver entirely at fault are in 
favor of using medicines which act 
upon that organ, as podophyliin, ta- 
raxacum, etc.; while those who believe 
ths medulla oblongata with the great 
sympathetic nerves are the seat of the 
disease advise the preparations of 
opium. 

I have no faith in the efficacy of any 
of these drugs; am inclined to think 
thet they do more harm than good, 
A rational treatment should be our 
guide in this malady, and a specific 
one as far as regards the sugar pro- 
duction. Diet is the very first im- 
portance :—the diabetic diet, which 
every one knows consists of articles 
containing no sugar, or starch to be 
converted into sugar. My plan in 
this disease is to feed my patients, 
and feed them well. Animal food of 
every kind is suitable. On hare soup 
and stewed rabbits I hage seen pa- 
tients retrace their steps from the 
downward journey. Milk should never 
be withheld unless positively disagree- 
ing. I once saw fresh peaches rec- 
ommended as a curative article of 
diet in the treatment of these cases, 
and I at once added them to the 
diet of my patients, insisting upon 
their partaking of them very freely, 
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often to the exclusion of other diet. 
In the cases I have sotreated they 
have always seemed to do good. 

I will outline the whole treatment 


which I believe the best by relating 


one especially interesting case. 

I was called toa gentleman about 
the lst of September, 1884. He was 
in his forty-eighth year, and had been 
of a fleshy and muscular build, but at 
this time was sadly wasted. His ex- 
haustion had been very great, and he 
was passing 240 ounces of urine every 
twenty-four hours having a specific 
gravity of 1044, the quantitative anal- 
ysis showing about ten per cent. of 
sugar. He had been taking pretty 
good doses of opium, which he claimed 
helped him, but which surely did not 
cure him. 

His doctor gave him little hope, and 
the treatment, I presume, was intended 
as a last resort, to ‘‘let him down 
easy.” 

I stopped his opium at once, and the 
next day, from the loss of the effect of 
the drug, he was unable to rise from 
his bed. He had confidence, however, 
and I told him that I would supply its 
place by a pint of sound claret every 
day. | 

I had him take, in addition to the 
claret, twenty-drop doses of rhus aro- 
matica. He was also taking the po- 
tassium bi-tartrate, a salt in which I 
have great faith in lessening the quan- 
tity of sugar. 

With these two medicines and a 
strictly diabetic diet, and peaches, I 
promised to improve his condition. 
insisted upon my coming every day. 
I did so, and soon detected an improve- 


ment. Hehad not been out of his 
room for two weeks before my intro- 
duction, but on the ninth day of my 
visit Iwas rather surprised to hear 
that he was not at home, in fact, had 
gone ashort short distance to pur- 
chase a fresh supply of peaches. This 
I thought encouraging. On his re- 
turn we measured the urine of the 
past twenty-four hours, which was 
always carefully preserved, and it had 
diminished from the original. 240 
ounces to 67 ounces; and to prove 
that his sttength was returning, 
though still feeble, he made his ramble 
out of doors. 

I kept him on this treat ent until 
the end of November, and in that time 
he had but one relapse, when the 


amount of urine excreted ran up to 


100 ounces, 

He calls occasionally for treatment 
for vertigo. but there is no sign of his 
original disease, and I am encotraged 
in the belief that in time his health 
will become fully restored. 

This case has these remarkable 
points: The disease did not return on 
leaving off the diabetic diet and re- 
turning to an ordinary one, after three 
months, and the good effect of the 
rhus aromatica, which is truly worthy 
of a trial in this most peculiar disease, 
was merked. 


oF THE X-Ray.—The 
X-Ray will not pass through glass, but 
will pierce aluminum. It will detect 
a splinter of glass in the tissues, but 
not a splinter of wood. Most inks, in- 
cluding printers’ inks, are transparent 
to the rays, but some are opaque. 
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Indications for the Use of Alcoholic Stimulants in Typhoid Fever,

is is somewhat of a paradox to say 

that the best indication for the use 
of stimulants in typhoid fever is to 
prevent their use—that is, prevent by 
proper treatment the patient falling 
into that state of the system which 
requires stimulation. If we recall the 
states which must be combated by 
stimulants, and note their course, we 
can appreciate the preventive measures 
which may be all-sufficient to lessen 
the use of stimulants. Briefly put 


they are: 

1, Toxemia. 

2. Exhaustion. 

3. The accidents—perforation, hem- 
orrhage. 

Now it is weil known that the mod- 


ern methods of treatment—namely, 
the use of water, internally and exter- 


nally—lessen or mitigate the effects of 


the toxemia, and secondarily the ex- 
haustion, to a far greater degree than 
any form of treatment thus far em- 
ployed. Any hospital steward will tell 
us that less money is epeat for alcohol 
since the introduction of the ‘‘Brand 
method” than before it was employed. 
All physicians recognize that the ne- 


cessity for the use of stimulants arises 


less frequently than formerly. More- 
over, the improvements in nursing, 
which mihimize greatly the exhaustion 
that often is a question of good or bad 
nursing, lessen the necessity for stimu- 
lants. The latter state is also lessened 
in degree by prompt treatment of the 


diarrhcea which contributes to the ex- 
haustion. 


When it is beyond our power to 
prevent the occurrence of the states or 
conditions above mentioned, under 
what circumstances are we required to 
resort to stimulants? 


1. Toxemia.—Briefly, expression of 
the toxemia is made known either by a 
state of ataxia or one of adynamia. In 
the former there is excitement, a state 
of erethism, active delirium, with cere- 
bral congestion, a flushed face, an in- 
jected eye, delusions, incoordinations 
of movements, twitchings, jactitations, 
and restlessness. The patient strives 
to getout of bed. The pulse is full 
and strong—at first, at least. In this 
state applications of cold are of the 
utmost service, while alcoholic stimu- 
lants are to be avoided. The drug of 
any service, save the coal-tar prepara- 
tions, which are fraught with danger, 
is opium. This, in small and therefore 


seemingly stimulating doses, brings 


about relief in twenty-four or forty- 
eight hours. Five or ten minims of 
the deodorized tincture of opium every 
three or four hours has acted happily 
in most all cases under these circum: 
stances. 


Adynamia, on the other hand, is 
characterized by depression, as seen in 
exhaustion of the nervous, muscular 
and circulatory systems. In is well 
exemplified in the so-called “typhoid 
state.’ There is dullness, approach- 
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ing to stupor, low and muttering deli- 
rium, subsultus; an apathetic counte- 
nance, often suffused; the pulse in- 
creases in frequency and becomes di- 
erotic; the secretions, notably the 
urine, diminish in amount; the skin is 
hot and dry, the tongue dry and 
brown. Muscular strength is lost, and 
each day exhaustion becomes more 
profound. Here we find the employ- 
ment of stimulants imperative. They 
should be used in small doses at long 
intervals, but should be increased or 
decreased in amount and in frequency 
with the symptoms. If the tongue be- 
comes moist, the delirium lessens and 
peaceful sleep ensues after the alcohol; 


and if the pulse slows and becomes 


stronger, and the kidneys act more 
freely, we know our stimulation is 
successful. If the symptom; are ag- 
gravated, notably the delirium in- 
ereased and the renal secretion less- 
ened, we must proceed most cautiously 
and employ other than alcoholic stim- 
ulants. 

It is better at first to err with ‘oo 
little than too much stimulation. The 
old-fashioned rule of relying upon the 


exhalations from the lungs as a test of 


the degree of stimulation is not a bad 
one. If the alcohol is noticed on the 
breath one hour after its inhibition, 
the patient is getting too much. The 
beat guide as to the beneficent effects 
of stimulation is seen in the renal se- 
cretion. If this keeps above fifty 
ounces in twenty-four hours, plenty of 


water being used internally, I am not. 


anxious; and if 60, 80 or 100 ounces is 
secreted, I feel safe as to prognosis. 
If, then, the renal secretion increases 


by stimulation, such treatment is very 
necessary and beneficial. 
We can be more liberal in the use of 


-alechol in one of the toxic forms of ty- 


phoid fever—namely, typhoid septice- 
mia. This condition is characterized 
by exhaustion—indeed, by the symp- 
toms which are common to septicemia 
from other infections. It is most fre- 
quently seen in old subjects. The 
temperature range is usually not high. 
There is early delirium, often exces- 
sive, without the true typhoid state. 
There is a tendency early to involun- 
tary passages of urine and feces. The 
specific micro-organism is found with 
ease in the blood, urine and feces, and 
usually in foci of affection. Alcohol 
may be used freely, and is borne well. 
It should be given every two or four 
hours in liberal doses. Champagne 
may be employed as well as spirits. 
I have seen a patient require one 
quart of champagne ard twenty-four 
ounces of whisky in about twenty-four 
hours. 

2. Exhaustion.—This state is due to 
the fever, to diarrhoea, to imperfect 
feeding, to any pathological discharge, 
as of an abscess. Diarrhoea and fever 
are the chief causes. [t should be a 
foremost rule of action to control the 
former at almost any cost. The state 
of exhaustion need not be described, 
nor are its symptoms detailed. The 
pulse, however, and the circulation 
must be the chief guide to the recog- 
nition of its degroe. 

All degrees of stimulation are re- 
quired, from the use in moderation of 
a few ounces of wine in twenty-four 
hours to many ounces of whisky or 
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pints of champagne. The employment 
of the stimulant must be on the same 
line indicated in the discussion on 
adynamia, 

3. The Accidents. — Perforation re- 
quires the same stimulation needed in 
surgical shock from other causes. 
Stimulation must be proceeded with 
gradually. In hemorrhage free stimu- 
lation is not the rule, but gentle and 
persistent stimulation, combining the 


opium with the whisky or brandy, as 
mentioned. 

4. Convalescence.—In convalescence, 
stimulation —partly to overcome ex- 
haustion, more frequently to aid diges- 
tion—must be resorted to often. For 
the former the degree of stimulation 
can only be determined by the degree 


of exhaustion. For the latter light

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The Use of Passive Movements in the Treat- 
ment of Simple Fractures. 


Up to a comparatively recent time 
the use of anything like effective pas- 
sive movement in fractures of the ex- 
tremities was practically unknown un- 
tila period of the case had been 
arrived at in which the union was so 
good that splints could be discarded. 
Recently a chanye, which I think is 
extremely advantageous, and one 
which I hopeI have been in some 
measure instrumental bringing 
about, has come over the face of 
affairs, and there is a general inclina- 
tion to begin to discard the use of all 
splints which make the limb inaccessi- 
ble, substituting splints of a kind 
which are easily taken off for the pur- 
pose of submitting the limb to certain 
movements in order to avoid the meet- 


ing of parts, and other inconveniences 
which arose under the old method of 
using splints. 

From a consideration of the answers 
which I have obtained in reply to my 
inquiries, 1t appears that at the pres- 
ent time the use of passive movement 
of some kind in cases of fracture is, in 
the practice of provincial surgeons, 
carried out by 64 per cent. In Lon- 
don it is used by 90 per cent.; and in 
Ireland and Scotland by about 85 per 
cent. of surgeons in large practice in 
hospital work. Speaking generally, 
the passive movement may be classi- 
fled under three heads—the imme- 
diate, the intermediate and the remote. 
By the immediate I mean that which 
is employed within the first two days; 
by intermediate, that which is com- 
menced in from two to fourteen days 
or under that time, and by remote, 
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that which is deferred until a later 
period. 

If, as I believe is the case, a great 
advantage arises from the use of early 
passive movements in cases of fracture 
as opposed to the older-fashioned 
methods by which fractures were fixed 
for very long periods in splints, the 
information which has been forthcom- 
ing should show conclusively that those 
surgeons who use the movements in 


the early stage are able to report a 


more rapid recovery of the patients 
than those who postpone the move- 
ments until later periods. In point of 
fact, this proves to be the case, for 
upon analyzing the evidence at my 
disposal I find that almost without ex- 
ception the quickest recoveries are re- 
ported by those who use passive move- 
ment the earliest. In this connection 
it is noteworthy that there is a general 
tendency to the relinquishing of the 
use of plaster-of-paris, silicate of pot- 
ash and other immovable splints of 
that kind, mainly, it is stated, for the 
reason that the use of such appliances 
tends to slow union in the first in- 
stance, and prolonged disability after 
their removal. So that there is on 
that account, and for other reasons, a 
steady inclination to discard all splints 
of that kind, and to resume the use of 
moveable splints, which give easy ac- 
cess to the part. 

Conclusions.—The treatment of sim- 
ple fractures at present, although less 
stereotyped than hitherto, is still con- 
ducted generally too much upon lines 
which are traditional rather than 
rational. 
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The use of splints for long ;eriods 
is disadvantageous, especially in the 
form of irremovable appliances such 
as plaster-of-paris and the like. 

Speaking generally, the earlier 
movements of the joints above and 
below the fracture in a long bone are 
used, the shorter is the time occupied 
in recovery. 

The legitimate scope of the opera- 
tive treatment of simple fracture is 
limited, and should be confined ‘to, (a), 
cases which are otherwise unmanage- 
able; (6), special cases, such, for ex- 
ample, as certain spiral and oblique 
fractures, mainly of the tibia; and, (c), 
certain fractures near joints in adults, 
notably of the humerus of the elbow. 

The operative treatment of recent 
fracture of the patella is by no means 


so generally satisfactory or so free 


from risk as published cases would 
tend to show; and, further, in cases 
in which the separation of the frag- 
ments does not exceed half or even 
three-quarters of an inch, as good re- 
sults for practical purposes are usually 
obtainable without operation, although 
less rapidly. 

The use of massage and passive 
movements immediately in simple 
fracture when the circumstances of the 
patient and of the practitioner admit 
of it either in its entirety or with mod- 
ifications, is, in the majority of cases, 
the best means of effecting a rapid and 
useful recovery. 

The tendency of late has been to 
exaggerate the degree of disability 
and diminution in wage-earning ca- 
pacity following upon simple frac- 
tures. . ...

The Successful Management of Constipation. 


What disease or condition so thor- 
oughly puts to test the skill of the 
physician as constipation? Yet it is 
as common asit is difficult to cure. 
It can be relieved by various drugs, 
massage, and, to some extent, by the 
regulation of the diet, but when a cure 
is sought failure is the rule, except in 
some acute cases. Yet, with the ju- 
dicious application of the electric cur- 
rent inactivity of the bowels can be, in 
almost every instance, permanently 
removed, 

in order to better understand the 
treatment, the causes of constipation 
should be considered. 

The various causes of constipation, 
and they are numerous, may be classed 


broadly under four heads, viz.: (a), 


Where there isa diminution of the 
sensibility of the nerves. Under this 
division occurs the cause of the ma- 
jority of cases of constipation as seen 
by the general practitioner. This 
change in the nerve sensibility may be 
due to constiiutional peculiarities, se- 
dentary or irregular habits, the con- 
tinued abuse of laxative drugs, or to 
certain diseases, as anzemia, hysteria, 
etc. (b), Weakness of the muscles, not 
only of the bowel, but also of the ab- 
domen. Weakness of the abdominal 
muscles may arise from frequent preg- 


nancies, obesity, or from disease; while 
weakness of the muscular structure of 
the bowel may be due to the presence 
of tumors or to disease, especially from 
protracted diarrhea. (c), Diminution 
or alteration in the secretions of the 
intestinal tract. This diminished or 
altered intestinal secretion occurs in 
various diseases, especially in fevers 
and diseases having excessive sweating 
or diuresis. ‘This form of constipation 
also occurs frequently during the sum- 
mer months, owing to the sweatings 
incident to hot weather. (d), Local 
causes. ‘Tumors, foreign bodies press- 
ing upon the intestines, strictures of 
the intestines, or large masses of scy- 
bala may cause constipation by block- 
ing the intestinal canal. 

Treatment.—While not denying or 
trying to belittle the homeopathic 
remedy in this condition,—for a con- 
dition it often is,—we will, neverthe- 
less, confine our treatment entirely, at 
the present time, to the employment of 
the electric currents. 

When constipation is due to dimin- 
ished nerve sensibility or to weakness 
of the muscles, and this is the cause of 
nine-tenths of the cases of constipa- 
tion, I find the primary current of the 
faradic battery curative. This current 
may be applied in several ways, but 
the following mode of use I find most 
satisfactory : 
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An ordinary rectal electrode, well 
oiled, attached to the positive pole, is 
introduced into the rectum, while a 


small-sized sponge-covered hand elec- 


trode, dampened with water and at- 
tached to the negative pole, the bat- 
tery, is applied to the abdominal] wall 
over the right groin. The current 
used is the primary faradic, with slow 
interruptions. Care must be exercised 
that the current be not turned on until 
the electrodes are in position. 

The currents used in the treatment 


of constipation must be mild, and their 


mildness must be decided by the pa- 
tient’s feeling, as there are no instru- 
ments of precision for measuring the 
faradic currents. 

When everything is in readiness, 
sufficient current is turned on, and the 
hand electrode is slowly moved over 
the abdomen, outlining the course of 
the colon, i.e, from the right groin, 
upwards to the ribs; thence from right 
to left across the abdomen, to the left 
hypochrondriac region, thence down- 
ward to the left groin; thence from 
left to right across abdomen, to start- 
ing place. The course outlined above 
must be gone over from five to ten 
times at each treatment, always mov- 
ing the electrode slowly and in the di- 
rection given above—never reverse the 
direction. 

Instead of using the rectal electrode 
as above some electro-therapeutists 


prefer to apply a large sponge elec- 


trode to the anus or perineum, but, 
personally, I find the rectal electrode 
preferable. 

Cases of constipation depending 


upon diminished or altered intestinal 
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secretion should receive treatment for 
any specific condition present, com- 
bined with the electricity. In these 
cases of constipation I use the galvano-. 
faradic current, applied as described 
above. 

Of course, any local causes giving 
rise to constipation must be corrected. 

I have also obtained good results in 
constipation from the direct static 
spark over the abdomen, but this treat- 
ment does not, in my hands at least, 
equal the application of the faradic or 
galvano-faradic currents in its curative 
properties. 

Before treatment I always advise the 
rectum to be cleansed, lest the cur- 
rents cause a stool during treatment, 
which mishap is very embarrassing to 
all concerned. 

If patient complains of pains in the 
bowels after treatment, cloths wrung 
out of hot water may be applied over 
the abdomen for a few minutes; or, if 
the pains are in the rectum, apply the 
cloths over the perineum. 

The electricity must be applied 
every other day for two weeks, then 
twice a week until the bowels move 
normally; ordinarily, six weeks’ treat- 
ment will correct the tendency to con- 
stipation. If at any time after the 
course of treatment as given above the 
pationt’s bowels 1emain inactive for 
two consecutive days, they should re- 
ceive one or more treatments, or until 
the bowels again move normally. 

The treatment as given above is 
almost always curative. I will refrain 
from mentioning cases, but could re- 
cite many of long-standing constipa- 
tion entirely cured.—No. Am. Journal.

Gonorrhoea and Marriage. 


Jullien’s monograph upon this sub- 
ject has already become a classic, hav- 
ing recently been honored by a trans- 
lation into German. As this work is 


probably unknown to most American 


practitioners, we present herewith a 
brief digest of its subject-matter. 

The first chapter discusses gonor- 
rhea in general, the methods now in 
use in investigating the urethra, and 
the role of the gonococcus in pro- 
ducing gynecological affections. These 
topics are, or should be, sulliciently 
well understood by the average reader. 

The second chapter treats of the 
possible coincidence of acute gonor- 
rhoea and the honeymoon. The author 
discusses the course to pursue under 
two conditions, according as the dis- 
ease is contracted after the date of the 
wedding has been fixed, or after the 
marriage has actualiy been celebrated. 
He also reviews separately the course 
to be pursued by a marrying man who 
is infected before any actual steps 
have been taken toward marriage; but 
this problem is a familiar and rela- 
tively simple one, for the patient has 
merely to take steps to recover, with 
the understanding that he must not 
marry until cured. 

It is a more complicated state of 
affairs when the wedding day has 


already been fixed. A would be 
bridegroom finds himself infected after 
his betrothal ceremonies. He will, of 
course, be compelled to renounce 
those nnmerous social functions which 
involve dancing, wine drinking, etc. 
Perhaps his wedding day is not more 
than a week or two removed. It is 
true that the modesty and shyness of 
the newly-made wife will co-operate 
with the groom’s own necessity for con- 
tinence. Many young men, however, 
hold gonorhea so lightly that they 
are not held back by any fear of im- 
perilling the health of the wife. | 

The pbhysician’s first duty is, of 
course, to urge the postponement of 
the wedding. If the man will not 
agree thereto, the practitioner ghould 
not abandon the case, but do all in his 
power to protect the woman from ia- 
fection. The author does not hesitate 
in these cases to attempt to abort the 
discharge by the use of strong injec- 
tions (1:20) of nitrate of silver, He 
assures the reader that he has never 
scen a case aggravated by this treat- 


ment, and has had many gratifying re- 


sults. Butif the time for jugulation 
has passed, Jullien makes use of the 
permanganate of potash irrigation. 
He also uses, as synergists, astringent 
injections, and further advises the ad- 
ministration of balsamics, Chopart’s 
draught (active ingredient capaiba) 
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has borne a good reputation in this 
connection for over a century. 

But if the wedding day find the 
bridegroom still unclean, he must be 
taught all the bad consequences which 
might acerue from intercourse, not 
only to the wife, but to himself. The 
prospect of having a swelled testicle 
develop will often cool the ardor of 
some irresponsible fellow, On the 
other hand, the natural coldness of 


_ well-bred girls gives the infected hus- 


band a chance to abstain for a time. 
The use of condoms is not mentioned 
in this connection, probably because 
the occurrence of sexual intercourse 
during acute gonorrhea is unthinkable 
under any circumstances. 

Jullien now discusses the develop- 
ment of acute gonorrhea in a man 
after marriage. The problem is mani- 
fold, since one or both of the spouses 
may be unchaste. When a married 
man is infected we must manage, if 
possible,. to secure truthful answers 
from him. If he is disposed to false- 
hood, to confront him with the gono- 
coccus will cause him to retract his 
lies. Many of the laity associate the 
idea of infection with the completion 
of lust; such men think they speak the 
truth when they say they have not 
been exposed, although they may have 
hai their genitals in temporary con- 
tact with those of an infected woman. 

If we are satisfied that the husband 
has actually been infected by his wife, 
what is to be done, what said? Jul- 
lien thinks it is the duty of the phy- 
sician to equivocate and to fall in with 
the patient’s own point of view. If he 
thinks he has overstrained himself in 


intercourse with his wife, he should 


not be undeceived. But the patient 
may be cunning enough to set a trap 
for the physician. A stranger, for ex- 
ample, may present himself and ask a 
question which requires a categorical 
answer. Under cireumstaneces of this 


sort we must be eareful about com- 


mitting ourselves. But the wife in 
this case may not be morally guilty of 
infecting her husband. She may bea 
widow or divoreee contaminated by a 


former spouse, and suffering from the 


lighting up of a latent gonorrhea. 
But it does no harm as. a rule (pro- 
vided the word gonorrhea is not men- 
tloned) to ask permission to examine 
the wife. The interview with the lat- 
ter calls for the exercise of the great- 
est tact. Jullien advises the physician, 
if sure of his ground, to tell the woman 
plainly that her examination will be 
absolutely necessary to clear up an ob- 
scure state of affairs. Not infrequently 
the medical man has to listen to a con- 
fession and self-accusation on the part 
of the wife. 

It must not be forgotten that the 
husband’s gonorrhea may be simply 
the reawakening of a latent case con- 
tracted at a time so long past that the 
factisignored. But this recrudescence 
may have come about after an illegiti- 
mate coitus, so that the husband, while 
morally guilty, is really innocent of 
bringing fresh disease into his home. 

To distinguish these reawakenings 
from actual infection, we must bear in 
mind that the former have no real pe- 
riod of incubation, but appear a few 
hours after coitus. The determining 
causes, aside from coitus itself, are 
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usually the drinking of champagne 
and other wines and beer, and exces- 
sive intercourse. 

It frequently happens that a husband 
deprived by his wife’s absence from 
home or pregnancy of his habitual 
sexual indulgence makes his first false 
step and contracts his first clap. In 
exceptional cases the man has time to 
recover before his wife returns home 
or recovers her health; but, as a rule, 
the husband has no such good fortune 
and is hourly exposed to detection. 
Fach case of this sort is a law to itself. 
Much depends on the disposition and 
knowledge of the wife. The husband 
is liable to betrayal through a score of 
circumstances, every one of which 
must be anticipated. Often he falls 
back on the time-honored excuses of 
overwork, palpitation of the heart, 
etc., to excuse his refusal to seek his 
usual coitus. The worst of all pro- 
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cediires, however, is confession. The 
physician may sometimes come to the 
rescue by telling the wife that her 
husband is suffering from gravel or 
some other ailment. Another way out 
of the difficulty, which is done often 
enough, is for the recreant husband to 
accuse his wife, not, indeed, of un- 
chastity, but of having infected him 
through her leucorrhea, menstrual 


flow, or the like. 


The problem changes when the dis- 
ease is chronic instead of recent gon- 
orrhea. There is abundant evidence 
that these chronic discharges in the 
male can infect the female with the 
production of the serious near and re- 
mote consequences also caused by the 
acute discharge. The course to be 
pursued after the betrothal and wed- 
ding, respectively, is the same as has 
been described under acute gonor- 
rhea.—Medical Review of Reviews.

Nasal Sprays. 


There is probably no line of treat- 
ment which is so commonly used, and 
with such poor results, as the nasal 
spray. The average practitioner is 
provided with some variety of atom- 
izer, more or less elaborate, depending 
upon what he is able to invest in appa- 
ratus. I have seen one atomizer, so 
called, made from a wide-mouthed 
bottle, the cork of which was pierced 


by two pieces of glass tubing, A rub- 
ber bulb and vulcanized nasal tip com- 
pleted the outfit. The bottle con- 


-tained a strong solution of common 


salt and enough metho] and aqua am- 
monia ‘“‘to clear the head,” as the phy- 
sician expressed it. 

This man-was doing quite a prac- 
tice, and was known as a “catarrh 
specialist.’ His treatment was the 


game in every case, and he was accred- 
ited (by himself) with many cures. 
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This is a fair sample of the abuse 
of the spruy. When one considers the 
delicate membranes and nerve struc- 
tures which are bathed in such a solu- 
tion, is it any wonder that harm 
results ? 

The majority of cases of so-called 
catarrh, at first, are either simple or 
hypertrophic rhinitis. The membranes 
are inflamed and secretion may be pro- 
fuse. The turbinates are swollen or 
hypertrophied, perhaps. This saline 
and menthol spray will cleanse tbe 
passages and result in unobstructed 
breathing, temporarily. The changes 
in the calibre of the blood-vessels and 
the hyperthrophy of the mucous mem- 
brane cannot be influenced perma- 
nently by any such treatment. 

It is my opinion that the less spray- 
ing there is done in nasal troubles 
characterized by catarrh and hyper- 
trophies, the better for the patient. 
The watery solutions serve principally 
as an irritant, and they may do great 
injury to the sense of smell, especially 
if persisted in; besides, there is the 
great possibility of engendering a 
sinusitis, which is a serious matter. 

In my practice the use of the atom- 
izer and nasal douche is limited to pu- 
rulent rhinitis and those chronic cases 
in which the membranes must be 
cleansed of mucous before topical ap- 
plications can be made. For cleansing 
purposes a simple alkaline spray is all 
that is required, and as little should be 
used as will serve to cleanse the parts, 
After this spray, the membranes may 
be wiped with cotton and the medica- 
ment applied to a clean surface. A 
spray may be used for treating those 
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parts which cannot be reached with 
the applicator. 

Astringent sprays have but. little 
value in the treatment of hyper- 
trophies. The cause lies deeper, and 
cannot be reached by local applica- 
tions. 

In view of these facts, the continued 
use Of douches and sprays by prac- 
titioners who are satisfied to ‘‘clear the 
head” can only be regarded as mal- 
practice. The cases eventually come 
to the specialist, who finds a condition 
which is often hard to remedy because 


of the abuse of the delicate nasai 


membrane. 

The nasal spray does good work if 
it is the right kind of a solution, used 
with discretion and not as a routine 
treatment. In the hands of the igno- 
rant empiric itis often the cause of 
sinusitis, anosmia, and almost inva- 
riably the simple inflammation be- 
comes a chronic hypertrophic rhinitis. 
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The Mechanism of Accommodation. 


The explanation of the act of accom- 
modation advanced by von Helmholtz 
was some years ago impugned by Dr. 
Tscherning. The view of von Helm- 
holtz is that in repose the lens flat- 
tened by traction exerted ‘by the zon- 
ule. Dr. Tscherning contended that 
the contraction of the ciliary muscle 
in accommodation rendered the zonule 
tense instead of relaxing it. Dr. W. 
N. Suter, of Washington, as the result 
of a series of experiments, pronounces 
in favor of von Helmholtz’s theory, 
maintaining that the increased promi- 
nence of the anterior surface of the 
leps in accommodation does, indeed, 
occur, but only in old animals.— Do- 
minion Medical Monthly.

Medical Items. 


An early sign of tuberculosis is said to 
be a widely dilated state of both 


pupils. 


Carcinoma is reported as being found 


more frequently early in life than for- 
merly. Bierring found eight cases in 
patients ranging from twenty-three to 
thirty-five years of age. 

Colic in infants may be frequently 
overcome by feeding with dextrinized 
gruel, which is made by takiny a table- 
spoonful of rice to a quart of water, 
boiling it for some time, straining it 


through a cloth, and adding some 


diastasic agent to it, such as the dias- 


tasic essence of pancreas, ‘This is fed > 


to the child before it is put to the 
breast, in order to inhibit the gas pro- 
duction in the intestines. 

Dressings.—A dry dressing is supe- 
rior to a wet one in incised wounds. 
In contused and lacerated wounds a 
wet dressing should be empjoyed for 
a week or two, followed by a dry one. 
Ip carbuncles, boils and _ infected 
wounds a wet dressing is indicated. 
When pus has burrowed and sinuses 
exist, packing and a dry dressing is 
preferable In deep punctured wounds 
with a small orifice a wet dressing is 
best. In all wounds of the scalp, 
whether infected or not, we should 
use a dry dressing.—Skillern, Phil. 
Med. Jour. 


Galvanism may be successfully used 


in the treatment of boils, the negative 


pole being placed upon the surface of 
the boil and the positive pole near by. 
Two to five milliamperes should be 
given from five to ten minutes daily. 
No more current than can be tolerated 
easily by the petient should be given. 


Matricaria is ® good remedy where 
there seems ‘o Lean abnormal sensi- 
tiveness to pain. It is much like cha- 
momilla, and will sometimes cure when 
cham, seems indicated, but fails to act. 


~ Lobelia.—Fifteen drops of the fluid 
extract dropped in the urethra of a 
man having stricture, and retained 
there for s few minutes, wil] in many 
cases permit the sound to be passed 
easily, where before it could not be 
done except with difficulty, if at all. 


Music the cure.—Many children suf- 
fer from “night terrors,” generally 
the result of over-feeding. Although 
tle proper treatment is the correction 
of the diet, it is said that a prescrip 
tion of music in the sleeping-room will 
cause the digestive act to be completed, 
and that otherwise intractable cases 
have been cured in this way. The 
music-box is a favorite manner of ap- 
plying the cure. —No. Am. Journal of 
Homepathy. 


Management of the Hair During and After 


Different Fevers. 


Dr. Jackson gives the following di- 
rections in regard to the care of the 
hair after fevers: 

“Once or twice a week a little po- 
made containing a drachm of precipi- 
tated sulphur and an ounce of cold 
cream should we well worked into the 
scalp, or a three per cent. lotion of re-

sorcin in oil alcohol may be used daily. 
Many prefer a liquid preparation. 
Once in twoor three weeks the bair 
and scalp are to be washed. For the 
shampoo any good soap may be used, 
though the most convenient kind is a 
liquid one, such as the _ tincture of 
green soap. If the latter is used, the 
patient should be directed to invert 
the bottle on a piece of flannel; dip 
the flannel in warm water, and use just 
as little soap as will make a good 
lather. So used, the soap will not 
convert the hair into a mass of strings. 
If too much soap is used, it will be dif- 
ficult to wash it out. After washing, 
the hair is to be carefully dried, and a 
little of the pomade rubbed into the 
scalp te take the place of the natural 
oil used in the washing.”’ 


Medicinal Uses of Eggs. 


For burns and scalds there is noth- 
ing more soothing than the white of 
an egg, which may be poured over the 
wound. It is softer as a varnish for a 
burn than collodion, and being always 
at hand, can be applied immediately. 
It is also more cooling than the “sweet 
oil and cotton” which was formerly 


‘supposed to be the surest application 


to allay the smarting pain. It is the 
contact with the air which gives the 
extreme discomfort experienced from 
ordinary accidents of the kind, and 
anything which excludes air and pre- 


vents inflammation is the best thing to 


be at once applied. The egg is also 
considered one of the very best reme- 
dies for dysentery. Beaten up lighily, 
with or without sugar, and swallowed 


ata gulp,it tends by its emollient 
qualities to lessen the inflammation of 
the stomach and intestines, and by 
forming a transient coating on these 
organs to enable nature to assume her 
healthful sway over the diseased body. 
An egg taken like an oyster, with 
pepper and vinegar, has been known 
to be retained on the stomach when 
everything else has failed.— Health. 


Oannabis Indica. 


H. Edwin Lewis, in Merck’s Archives, 
gives a study of this drug. The uses 
of cannabis indica are numerous, but 
its efficiency is most marked in diseases 
directly due to nervous derangement. 

In migraine, hemicrania, headache 
due to eye strain, and the various neu- 
ralgias, it may be used with marked 
success. In the pain of multiple neu- 
ritis, locomotor ataxia, or the chest 
pains of phthisis, it is often very ser- 
viceable. 

As a hypnotic, it is not much. 

Useful in the various neuroses ac- 
companying pregnancy and the climac- 
teric. 

In dysmennorrhea and profuse men- 
struation it often gives great relief. 

As an aphrodisiac the drug has been 
over-estimated. 

In diabetes mellitus it is valuable. 

He uses the solid extract in one- 
fourth to one grain doses. 


Golden Rules in Obstetric Practice. 


When abortion is inevitable, plug 


the vagina with strips of gauze or 


some clean, soft material, and wait six 
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or eight hours. You will often find 
the ovun in the vagina on removing 
the gauze, If not, plug again and 
wait. 

If any part of the ovum or decidua 
remains in the uterus, clean it out at 
once with the finger or curette, not 
hesitating to give an anesthetic if any 
difficulty is met with. 

{[f there is arise in pulse rate and 
temperature, and the vaginal secretion 
is foul, give an anesthetic, dilate the 
cervix, empty the uterus, scrape it 
clean, no matter what stage the pro- 
cess of abortion has reached. 

In other words, use artificial dila- 
tion, followed by emptying and clean- 


ing out the uterus in threatened, in- 


complete and complete abortion alike, 
whenever the uterine cavity becomes 
the source of septic intoxication.— 
Fothergill. 


Apothecaries of Old. 


The offences of apothecaries in the 
middle ayes were numerous and the 
punishment in some cases a whipping. 
The worst was the improper sale of 
pojsons—that is to say, except when 
not fully prescribed by a known phy- 
sician of reputation, and even then not 
to put down in a register the name of 
the doctor and person to whom such 
prescription containing poison was de- 
livered, was punishable likewise. The 
sale of poison for drugging fish was 
prohibited, and also that of inferior 
drugs by any apothecary. To pre- 
scribe himself (unless a doctor could 
not be found) was an offence punisb- 
able by a whipping, and all prepara- 
tions sold by him had to be made up 


in the presence of the doctor or of an- 
other apothecary. 

A barber-surgeon might only pre- 
scribe for exterior applications “ac- 
cording to surgery,” but we are not 
told what was the penalty in such a 
case. Upon the question of remuner- 
ation it is hard to speak with pre- 
cision, as the relative value of money 
then and now is so very difficult to fix, 
and the sol Morlaas was worth three 
times the sol Tournois. Anyhow, the 
doctor got the statutory fee of 9 sols 
Morlass and his expenses a day when 
he had to leave his town, and 1 sol 8 
deniers for each visit in town: also 1 
sol 8 deniers for a prescription. In 
Navarre the fee was half a franc a 
visit in town and 3 francs a day out. 
Kvery member of the profession was a 
privileged creditor when death ensued, 
as such bills as theirs formed part of 
the funeral expenses, and even the sa- 
cred dot of a wife could be depleted to 


pay them to an extent not exceeding a 
fixed amount. 


Digitalis in Acute Alcoholism. 


Henry P. Loomis, in the Medical 
Journal, recommends the use of large 
doses of digitalis in acute alcoholism. 

He reports several cases in which a 
half ounce of the tincture of digitalis 
was given every four hours for three 
doses. It looks somewhat like substi- 
tuting poisoning by digitalis for poi- 
soning by alcohol, which is only swap- 
ping the witch for the devil. 

His conclusions are as follows: 

The indiscriminate use of large 
doses, half ounce, of digitalis in acute 
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alcoholism is fraught with very great 
danger. 

The cases in which it should be 
given are the strong, robust, those in 
early life, with no complicatiors, and 
those with violent delirium. [n these 
cases the result will be exceptionally 
favorable. They become quiet, go to 
sleep with a certainty and promptness 
that is obtained by no other methods 

If after three doses no narcotic effect 
is noted, he does not advise a continu: 
ance of the remedy. In the above 
clase of cases it can be used with per- 
fect safety for a limited number of 
doses. 

The failures among his cases were in 
the chronic alcoholic subjects, in those 
in middle and advanced life, in the 
anemic, and in those with defective or 
bad nutrition. 

One fact noted which showed marked 
results from the treatment was that 
when the patients recovered and 
awoke from their sleep they were 
in such good condition that they were 
able to leave the hospital at once. 
This is an unusual experience, as ordi- 
narily convalescence is delayed for two 
or three days. 


Scrofula. 


Scrofula arises from a condition of 
vitiated nutrition; it may be the result 
of tubercular endencies or lack of 
food and care in early life. A cure de- 
pends upon developing and maintain- 
ing the vitality, digestion and nu- 
trition until enough time will have 
elapsed for the weaker tendencies to 
be outgrown, which may be done with 
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all vestige of the disease. Simple liv 
ing, cleanliness, well-ventilated sleep- 
ing rooms and regular outdoor exer- 
cises will cure most cases of scrofula. 
Good livixg and time will remedy any 
constitutional tendencies towards the 
disease; in fact, many cases are known 
which have been exceedingly scrofu- 
lous in the early part of life, where the 
sufferers have, by gvod living, over- 
come all those tendencies and made 
hearty and healthy people. If there 
are any ulcers about the skin, they 
should be cleansed thoroughly, and 
sume stimulating ointment, such as 
oxide of zinc ointment, may be used to 
advantage.— Health. 


Treatment of Angina Pectoris. 


To relieve the pain and obtain a 
rapid vaso-dilatation are the two fun- 
damental indications in the treatment 
of an attack of angina pectoris. These 
two indications are fulfilled by mor- 
phin. Besides its powerful analgesic 
quality, morphin is a marked vaso- 
dilator. Nitrate of amy} is also effect- 
ive, the inhalation of a few drops caus- 
ing the pain to disappear. . Whether 
it acts by lowering arterial tensicn or 
simply as an anti-neuralgic is disputed. 
In attacks of long duration Huchard 
gives, in addition to the amy] nitrate, 
trinitin. Antipyrin and exalgin are 
recommended by Dujardin-Beaumetz, 
who gives the latter to the amount of 
twenty-five centigrams per diem. G. 
See uses pyridin in the same manner 
as amyl nitrate. He also advises can- 
nabis indica; twenty-five centigrams to 
be made intoa cigarette with some 
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aromatic leaves and smoked by the 
patient. HElectrization (Duchenne) and 
galvanization (Kulenberg) have given 
good results. Local anesthetics to 
the precordia give considerable, but 
short, relief.—M. Guihal, Paris. 


Interesting Items and Statements. . 


The Denver Medical Times editorially 
commeuts as follows: 


Is coryza contagious ?—This question 
is answered in the negative by Fermi 
(quoted in the Medical Age), who re- 
ports four hundred unsuccessful inoc- 
ulation experiments with the nasal and 
buccal secretions of sixty different 
patients afflicted with coryza. 


Vomiting of pregnancy.—In the Doc- 
tor’s Magazine we read that the old 
German custom of taking a cup of 
strong coffee upon waking, and re- 
maining an hour in bed before rising, 
in mild cases of vomiting of pregnancy, 
will often give relief where medicines 
fail. 


Gonorrheal arthritis. —Belfield states 
that his best results have followed the 
inunction of a mixture of one part 
guaiacol with three parts olive oil. 
A teaspoonful is rubbed into the skin 
over the inflamed joint four times 
daily. The total daily dose should 
not exceed four teaspoonfuls, even if 
several joints are infected. 


Infections from animals.—The more 
important diseases that may pass from 
animals to men are tuberculosis, diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, glanders and 
farcy, authrax, bubonic plague, foot 
and mouth disease and hydrophobia. 
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No mention is made of the unimpor- 
tant diseases that are liable to be im- 
parted, but presumably the list is an 
extensive one; and there may be 
other important diseases that may 
pass from animals to men. 


Salicylate of Sodium in the Treatment of 
Pneumonia. 


Dr. William C. Sebring believes that 
salicylate of sodium and salicylic acid 
are aimost specific in lobar pneumonia 
He makes the following highly inter- 
esting statements: 

In the beginning of an attack it 
quickly quiets the tumultuous heart. 

It acts as a sedative to the general 
nervous excitement that is prevalent 
through that period; indeed, it acts as 
a hypnotic in some cases all through 
the course of the disease. A fair pro- 
portion of the patients have slept a 
major part of the time, until recovery 
had become well established. 

It almost surely and quickly gives 
relief from the pleuritic pains. 

It seems to inhibit the manifestations 
of malign mental symptoms. Thus far 
none of the patients have developed the 
least delirium after beginning to take 
the drug, except five cases of drunk 
ard’s pneumonia, in which the delirium 
preceded the disease. 

The pulse remained full and not 
over-rapid to the end, except in one 
case. Cardiac symptoms due to the 
disease itself have been unnoticed, and 
symptoms of a ‘‘tired heart” do not 
often occur. 

After the first few doses of the drug 
the patient will perspire freely as long 
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as the diseased condition of the lungs 
persists, but either from this cause or 
from some other that the author is not 
cognizant of, the temperature seldom 
exceeds 100° F. 

The cases will show a far smaller 
percentage of complications than is 
usual. 

In nineteen out cf twenty cases the 
disease will subside by lysis. 

_ The length of time required for re- 
covery 18 less than is the rule with pa- 


tients that recover under the usual 


treatment and by lysis. 

The infected lung tissue progresses 
to resolution more slowly than it does 
with the average case, though complete 
recovery from an attack—that is, re- 
turn to normal health—is much more 
expeditious. 

There is a marked diminution in the 
severity of the disease, all conditions 
being taken into consideration. 

The most approved method of medi- 
cation is in the form of ammonal sali- 
cylate. The ammonal is the most 
effective of all anti-pyretics and anal- 


gesics, and is a stimulant as well.-— 
Health. 


Surgical and Medical Miscellany. 


The pathognomonic sign of Colles’ frac- 
ture.—Martin W. Ware, in the Medical 
Record, says that the silver-fork defor- 
mity is encountered in less than ten 
per cent. of cases of fracture of the 
lower end of the radius. Consequently 
this sign is notof much use in the 
diagnosis of this injury. In its place 
he mentions a sign which is always 
present, namely: the elevation of the 


styloid process of the radius Nor- 
mally, the ulnar styloid is on a vigher 
plane than the radial, which can be 
easily demonstrated by placing the 
forefinger and thumb on the two sty- 
loid processes and connecting them by 
an imaginary line. In estimating this 
sign the normal wrist must always be 
taken in comparison. 


Cure of lupus.—It is reported that 
the Danish phototherapic cure af lupus 
has been tried at Lyons as well as in 
Paris with conclusive results, numerous 
cures having been effected in from one 
hundred to one hundred and twenty 
sittings. Electric light is used when 
sun is not availabie.— Health. 


Prvritis Ani.—k. Sodii hyposulphit, 
30 parts; acid. carbol., 5 parts; glycer- 
ini, 50 parts; aque, 450 parts. Apply 
frequently by means of wet compresses. 
— Practitioner. 


Incontinence of urine —Lycopodium 
has been used with success for this 
affection in children. Twenty drops 
of the tincture should be given three 
times a day, to be afterwards increased 
to forty or fifty drops, as required.— 
Buffalo Medical Journal. 


How to fumigate a room.—To fumi- 
gate a room with sulphur, use two 
pounds of rock sulphur with one 
pound of flowers of sulphur to every 
one thousand cubic feet. Put the sul- 
phur in a tin dish, set in a pan of wet 
ashes or a pan containing brickadust. 
Put the rock sulphur at the bottom, 
the flowers of sulphur on the .op, and 
pour two tablespoonfuls alcohol over 
them just before the match is applied. 
Close every crevice in the room.

The New Medical Law. 


California 


The requirements of the bill which 
will come before the Governor for sig- 
nature are very fair to all California 
physicians. Briefly: Every applicant 
shall present:a diploma from a repu- 
table College to an Examining Board 
composed of representatives from the 
Regular, the Homceopathic and Eclee- 
tic State Medical Societies. The exami- 
nation shall be practical, and in mate- 
ria medica and therapeutics the appli- 
cant is to be examined by representa- 
tives of his own system of medicine. 
A majority vote is necessary to pass, 
and no school can control the Board. 

This bill (if signed) will go into 
effect August Ist, 1901. It will not 


In Advanee. 
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\ 
affect any bolder of a certificate under 
the present stutute. 

This bill has been approved by the 
legislative committees of the three 
State Medical Societies, and is gener- 
ally accepted by the physicians of this 
State as being the best restrictive act 
possible. There are, however, some 
disgruntled individuals who fear that 
they will not be accorded the consider- 
ation to which they are accustomed. 
Because the allopathic, or regular 
physicians in tbis State, are divided 
through jealousies and college parti- 
sanship; because a set of egotistical, 
bigoted, ambitious men have gathered 
about themselves a few invertebrates, 
and formed a rival regular State 
Society; because tbis infant society, 
still in its swaddling clothes, fosters 
the interests of the ushroom Medical 
College which was established as a 
“business proposition,’ and has at- 
tained a certain reputation in accord- 
ance with the character of its founders; 
because this aggregation of medical 
upstarts and their College will have 
no representation upon the State 
Board of Examiners—there is a mighty 
protest. 

There are but three schools of medi- 
cine in this State. There are but 
three State Medical Societies. If there 
are divisions, jealousies and dissatis- 
factions with the presiding officers, the 
remedy is in the hands of the mem- 
bers. For any set of ‘“sore-heads” to 
establish a rival society is only to 
weaken the school. If reforms are 
needed, they can be accomplished by 
regular proceedings, and by no other 
reputable means. 
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This a matter which concerns the 
regulars, and we have no part in their 
bickerings; but we fear that the well- 
known influence of the leaders of the 
infant society will result in a veto or 
in the neglect of the Governor’s signa- 
ture. ‘‘My friend, the Governor,” ie 
very close to the extremely smooth 
individual whose sharp practices have 
at times attracted the comment of the 
daily press. Will the persuasive pow- 
ers of this self-constituted IT prevail, 
or will the Governor prefer to do his 
own thinking ? 

Can one unscrupulous man and his 
meagre following successfully oppose 
the wishes of the reputable profes- 
sional men of this State? We await 
results. 


Slanderers. 


Doubtless you are acquainted with 
the physician who never has a kindly 
word of praise for your successes, but 
is ready to spread the news of some 
of your errors and frailties. He is in 
every community, and has his little 
hammer always ready. Instead of 
speaking in a manly, straightforward 
way, he will by carefully-worded hints 


and shrugs and sneers do his com-. 


petitor great injury, or'so he thinks. 
But the people in any community are 
not all fools, and the most ignorant 


are often the quickest to encourage 


fair play; and so the man who holds 
aloof from petty spite-work gains the 
admiration of all fair-minded people 
eventually, and the sneering slanderer 
alone is injured.

Stringtown on the Pike: a Tale of North- 
ernmost Kentucky, by John Uri Lloyd. 
Published by Dodd, Mead & Co., New 
‘York. Price $1.50. 


It is impossible, or at least imprac- 
ticable, for the reviewer to give more 
than a partial reading to most of the 
books which are presented for com- 
ment. In the case of “Stringtown,” 
however, the anxiety and press of 
other work was forgotten and the 
sound of the city’s busy streets was 
stilled long before the reader was able 
to break the spell which th- story had 
cast about him. Fascinating it is, and 
more. The clearly drawn characters, 
the quaint Southern dialect, the geo- 
graphical descriptions, and the thread 
of superstition, all hold the reader's 
attention from the beginning to the 
end, 

The author’s work is not perfect. 
There is at times a lapse of the dialect, 
and the long speeches sometimes be- 
come monotonous; but this very mo- 
notony—this repetion and evasion—is 
characteristic of the garrulous negro. 

It seems rather unfair and unkind 
to point out errors, but we cannot for- 
bear one such criticism, In one in- 
stance Susie says to her lover, ‘‘You 
helped me to escape absolute igno- 
rance, and for your kindness in guid- 
ing me as you did I sincerely thank 
you.” And later she says, “I forgive 


you the wrong you have done in the 
unsou ght education that shows me my 
position.” This seems rather contra- 
dictory, and can only be explained as 
being intended to show the change 
which slight education has wrought in 
Susie's character, The words seem 
harsh, and are unlike the fresh, girlish 
nature which the author has pictured 
in earlier chapters. She is nota typi- 
cal Southern girl, for such calm, cold 
mentalities are not a Kentucky product. 

There are no pleasant characters, 
and the entire story is morbid and 
melodramatic. Therein lies its charm. 
The narrator, Prof. Samuel Drew, is a 
weakling, a poor speciman of a man. 
We fail to understand why such a boy 
and such a man should be made the 
prominent figure. But he is not prom- 
inent. After a reading of the tale, 
the one true, pure human character 
which is impressed wpon the reader is 
Cupe, the negro seer. He is the faith- 
ful servant, the protector, and the one 
personality about which the story is 
built. With all his superstitious be- 
lief in and absolute obedience to the 
the ‘nigger signs,’ he is the personi- 
fication of integrity and justice. 

Susie is a cold, melancholy and un- 
natural woman. True, her trials were 
great, but her morbid persistence in 
trying to substantiate or disprove the 
expert testimony of Prof. Drew shows 
that her’s was not a truly feminine 
nature. 

In description, narrative and pathos 
the author has done well, but he does 
not put any warmth into his lovers’ 
speeches, and the romance is not suf- 
ficiently prominent. Prof. Drew and 
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Susie are poor lovers, and one cannot 
but feel that the affection expressed is 
not sincere. 

The book is a mixture of good and 
bad, but the good predominates to 
such a degree that we can honestly 
recommend all lovers of quaint litera- 
ture to read it. With the same char- 
acters and the same situations, a much 
stronger story should have been made. 
Prof. Lloyd has missed an oppor- 
tunity.
